HOLYROOD STREET, CHARD 
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Showground could boost local 


T HE NEW managers of the show field at Higher Purt- 
ington, where Chard Horse Show is held annually, 
are sounding out the possibility of holding a major 
agricultural show and other attractions on the site which 
could bring valuable extra revenue to local businesses in 
Chard, Crewkerne and Ilminster. 

South Western Show Jumping Club is a not for profit or¬ 
ganisation which was set up in 1968 by a group of show 
jumping enthusiasts to run shows for the benefit of riders 
in the south west and help with the education of their 
horses. 

The club recently took over the Purtington site after mov¬ 
ing from their long established grounds at Bicton and have 
held their first two major shows, one at Easter and one at 
the beginning of July. 

They have transformed the show ground with four main 
rings each with an adjoining warm up area and a clear 
round ring. There is also temporary stabling for rent, al¬ 
though all the expensive technical equipment is stored off 
site following several thefts during the works. 

There is no gate price for the club’s own shows, anyone 
can go and enjoy seeing the jumping and browse the trade 
stands. Chairman Bryn Oakley said he would love to see 
more local people go along. He said: “It’s a lovely place, 
better than we thought it would be, the ground drains well 
and where other grounds become compacted when they get 
too dry, here it crumbles which is much better for the 
horses’ feet. What we have done so far has been very well 
received by everyone who has come and they are all saying 
how fantastic it is to have somewhere more local. 

“There are a lot of riders in the area and this has the po¬ 
tential of developing into a nice centre in the west country 
which would be good for the local economy. We have 
about 1,000 members from seven to 70 and people travel 
to our shows and stay over a weekend, which means they 
pop out to local pubs and shops. 

“Bob Livock and I have been involved in the club for 20 
years and built it up from very little. We have been well 
received into the neighbourhood, Cricket St Thomas, War¬ 
ren Farms and the smaller farmers have all helped us and 
we have been careful not to be too intrusive. 

“We are holding four shows this year and want to create 
a centre of equine excellence, thanks to my very dedicated 
committee of 13 who all give their time, along with other 
volunteers within the club. Over two weekends, it went 
from a field to a show ground and there will be a lot of on-

Your home insurance is there to protect what may be 
your most valuable asset and yet the extent and quality 
of cover and advice are being pushed to one side in 
favour of "cheap" premiums , as if price is all that mat¬ 
ters. 

What do you get if you buy direct from an Insurance 
company? No choice, no impartial advice and, apart 
from the suggestion that you download a copy of the 
policy to read for yourself, there is rarely a detailed ex¬ 
planation of exactly what you are paying for. So how do 
you know what you are buying? 

As a new customer you may be offered large sweet¬ 
eners for the first year, but then at renewal the dis¬ 
counts are gone and you have to start all over again. It 
is said that there is no loyalty between Insurer and 
client, that may be so, but the loyalty between a Broker 
and client is very highly valued and it DOES matter. 

What happens if you have a claim? Forget discounts 
at next renewal as the special offers usually only apply 
to claim free risks. As for the claim itself, you will be deal¬ 
ing with an employee or agent of the Insurance Com¬ 
pany and so you will not receive independent advice. 
You have to fight your own corner - but do you know 
how to do that? 

This is where a Broker comes into his/her own. Firstly 
you need to know if you have a valid claim, then you 
need to know how to submit it to your best possible ad¬ 
vantage. On larger claims a Loss Adjuster will be ap¬ 
pointed and paid by the Insurance Company so your 
Broker will act as the "go-between' if there is a dispute 
(which there frequently is). 

I am an Insurance Broker and you may think some of 
this is sour grapes, but I have seen so many disap¬ 
pointed and disillusioned clients who have come to me 
for help "after the event" when inevitably they have 
found that "cheap" is not the complete answer. 

Remember - however cheap it was to buy - the most 
expensive insurance policy is the one that doesn't pay 
your claim.

IF you have always wanted to sing but relatives cringe when you try a note, Joy 
Stock a nurse from Chard says she has the answer. Describing herself as a vocal 
encourager, Joy has developed a technique of her own, based on years of re¬ 
search and personal experience, to help others find their voice. 

Originally from a large family in Buckinghamshire and the daughter of a cow¬ 
man, Joy was a singer and songwriter on the Essex folk circuit for many years 
which she found helped her lose her own speech impediment. 

She also became a nurse working with the elderly and people with learning 
disabilities, which she has done for the last 25 years. 

She came to Somerset ten years ago when her husband was offered a job lo¬ 
cally and they now live in Thorndun Park Drive where Joy has filled the garden 
front and back with her passion for fuchsias. 


• WHAT do you like about Chard? 

It is much more friendly here than in 
Essex, everyone there is so busy and there 
is a sense of rush all the time. I still have 
family there so I visit, but I love it here. 

• WHAT made you decide to set up 
your vocal encouragement lessons? 

It was something I had wanted to do for 
years, I didn't think there were enough 
teachers to help those who were singing 
really out of tune and most people don't 
want to do exams, they just want to sing. 
I was interested in why people are out of 
tune and studied for about 15 years, peo¬ 
ple don't realise that that true tone deaf¬ 
ness is actually very rare and there are 
many other factors. 

• WAS professional 
singing in your family? 

Not really although my grandma always 
wanted to be a singer and she wasnit al¬ 
lowed to be. The Salvation offered train¬ 
ing but being a woman she was told she 
had to get a proper job and ended up 
cooking and cleaning instead. I do have 
very acute hearing, I can hear those cat 
scarers that most people can't hear and 
really low sounds that others don't seem 
to notice. 

• HAVE you had formal 
training yourself? 

I did do several singing courses, a small 
amount of classical classes and contem¬ 
porary singing training and a lot of re¬ 
search about exercises. Often if people 
don't speak right, they can't sing and if 
they do singing exercises they speak bet¬ 
ter; when I was a child I had a stammer 
but didn't when I sang. It's like learning a 
new language and a person who sings 
out of tune can change within six months, 
but they have to practise. 

• WHAT do you like about 
helping people sing? 

Voices are like my flowers, completely in¬ 
dividual, every voice is fascinatingly differ¬ 
ent and I love working with people. A lot 
of vocal problems are caused by a strange 
interpretation of vocal exercises, that's 
why you hear such strange things on The 
X Factor. I have noticed what I say has a 
profound effect on people and if I give 
them the right encouragement it helps 
them so much. Diet can be a factor too, I 
have had to give up a lot of dairy foods 
which can clog the throat. 

• DO you travel much? 

I do like travelling, I like to go to Israel par¬ 
ticularly Eliat, it's one of the few places I 
have never been ill because they have all 
the Kosher food rules with separate 
fridges and high cleanliness regimes. I suf¬ 
fer with ulcerated colitis so am on con¬ 


stant medication. We like Cornwall and 
Cumbria where one of my sisters lives, I 
have just discovered cottages which are 
great because we can take the dog. 

• WHO would you say was 
your biggest influence? 

My dad always encouraged me to sing 
and there was this one girl who was bril¬ 
liant, she was a trained singer who gave 
me the advice that if you work really hard 
on something you will achieve it. I have 
always held on to that and passed it on, I 
had to work at it myself to stay in tune. 

• HOW did your passion 
for fuchsias start? 

I bought one, then another and just got 
addicted I am a member of the Fuchsia 
Society but have never shown, I like grow¬ 
ing the ones they don't tend to show be¬ 
cause they don't bloom all the time, some 
take two years to flower. We were lucky 
with this house because it was the last 
one they built and the garden is a very in¬ 
teresting shape. I have nearly 200 types, I 
just love them. I've never done Chard in 
Bloom although I have thought about it. 

• IF you could meet anyone, 
who would it be? 

That would have to be Leona Lewis, I 
think she has got the most beautiful 
voice. 

• WHAT would you like 
on your desert island? 

I would like The Bible and a good tooth¬ 
pick although I could probably make one 
of those. I wouldn't want my guitar be¬ 
cause if the strings broke it would be no 
good. I'd like to grow fuchsias so some 
seeds; apparently you can make wine 
from the fruits but I have heard it's not 
very nice. A tent would be useful. 

• WHAT is your ambition 
for the future? 

I can see my business growing into some¬ 
thing bigger, I did a lot of research and 
there are very few singing teachers in the 
area and usually they are more about 
training people who can already sing. Ex¬ 
perts say it is usually the third year when 
a business takes off, I would love to be 
able to get to the stage where I can em¬ 
ploy other people. 

• WHAT would you do if 
you had a huge windfall? 

I'd like to build a hospital for the blind in 
a third world country, I worked with two 
old ladies who were completely blind and 
gained a real understanding of just how 
difficult life can be. If you turn yourself 
around several times and become disori¬ 
entated it can give you some idea. If they 
have just one object changed in a house 
it can really confuse them.

Solar South West, 
based at Coombe 
Farm between 
Crewkerne and 
Chard, was born of 
collaboration be¬ 
tween two local 
businessmen who 
have been friends 
for nearly 30 
years. Like many, 
they were keen to 
learn more about 
how to do their bit 
for the environ¬ 
ment, whilst saving 
money on the ever 
escalating energy 
costs. This led to 
them gaining their 
benchmark accred¬ 
itation and creating 
the largest solar in¬ 
stallation in the 
country, in 2011. 
They now want to 
share their expert¬ 
ise with community 
groups and individ¬ 
uals to show them 
how simple and re¬ 
warding it can be to 


have solar energy, 
both financially and 
morally, building a 
better future for the 
next generation. 
Mark Wheaton of 
long standing 
transportation and 
warehouse com¬ 
pany JB Wheaton & 
Sons and Nick 
Keeler, a technical 
services and finan¬ 
cial expert for the 
water industry, de¬ 
cided to not be 
among those who 
just talk about the 
environment but 
get out there and 
do something 
about it. 

Nick said: "Mark 
had always been a 
bit of a one for re¬ 
newable energy 
and cost saving. We 
talked a long time 
ago about the use 
of water pressure 
and flow for gener¬ 
ating electricity by 


inserting a pro¬ 
peller into water 
mains but didn't 
think the industry 
would go for that. 
Following the finan¬ 
cial market crash in 
2008 new and se¬ 
cure sources of in¬ 
vestment were big 
on the agenda and 
then when the Gov¬ 
ernment intro¬ 
duced the feed in 
tariff mechanism in 
2010,we decided to 
exploit the useable 
roof and empty 
space at Wheaton's 
and tried out a 10 
kilowatt solar photo 
voltaic array last 
June, to see what 
the data was like. 

"As soon as it was 
installed we could 
see how well it 
worked, how sim¬ 
ple it was to install 
and operate, and 
planning approval 
was a much easier 


prospect. People 
get emotional 
about wind tur¬ 
bines and you have 
to be in the right 
place but with PV it 
was better, much 
better. So the next 
thing was a shop¬ 
ping trip to Ger¬ 
many where they 
have been doing 
this for years. We 
became engrossed 
in the subject and 
read a lot of books 
and we were pretty 
sure what we 
wanted to do in de¬ 
veloping the site at 
Wheaton's and at 
this stage involved 
Tim Noyes, a skilled 
electrical contrac¬ 
tor who was used 
to working on com¬ 
mercial projects, 
hospitals and large 
agricultural installa¬ 
tions for example. 

"Mark is better on 
all the tariff stuff 
and how the ex¬ 
ported energy 
works its way 
around the grid, I 
am basically a de¬ 
veloper but learnt 
enough, with some 
help, to design the 
system overall, Tim 


had all the neces¬ 
sary electrical ex¬ 
pertise (and more 
besides). David Tip¬ 
pett, another friend 
and a Civil Engineer 
completed the ini¬ 
tial team and in the 
end building the 
system at 

Wheaton's was 
pretty much a 
straightforward 
construction proj¬ 
ect. 

"Because 
Wheaton's pro¬ 
vided the transport 
for Coombe Farm 
and they were al¬ 
ready very environ¬ 
mentally aware as a 
large organic farm, 
we went into dis¬ 
cussions with Philip 
Cook at the AH War¬ 
ren Trust. By the be¬ 
ginning of 

November we were 
working on the de¬ 
sign of a 1MW PV 
array at lower 
Coombe with Kevin 
Down and Richard 
Hooper and even¬ 
tually we ended up 
with the contract¬ 
ing company we 
have now; Solar 
South West which is 
50:50 owned be¬

tween the partners 
of the JB Wheaton's 
site and the AH 
Warren Trust. The 
business generated 
a huge amount of 
interest and we 
began carrying out 
work for others out¬ 
side of the share¬ 
holders! 

"The more we got 
into it, the more we 
realised how frag¬ 
mented the market 
here is compared to 
Germany and the 
more we looked 
around the local 
area, the more 
things have grown 


by word of mouth. 

"The costs of tech¬ 
nology are coming 
down so although 
the Government 
have reviewed the 
tariffs of the large 
scale schemes and 
begun to reduce 
the subsidy level, it 
is still very possible 
to make an invest¬ 
ment in solar en¬ 
ergy and get a 
good return on it. 
This is especially 
the case now at the 
under 50kW level; 
domestic and small 
commercial proj¬ 
ects now have ex¬ 


ceptional levels of 
return and we ex¬ 
pect the market to 
expand dramati¬ 
cally over the next 
12 months. 

"The technology is 
very robust and de¬ 
veloping all the 
time, all the same 
we never go for the 
cheapest. We do 
however want to be 
very competitive in 
the market and will 
continue to use our 
buying power, the 
partnerships we 
have created and 
the on the ground 
experience to give a 



JB Wheatons 377kWp array 
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rounded good deal 
to our customers. 
We are very keen on 
PV and renewable 
energy and have in¬ 
vested lots in it so it 
is always done with 
due diligence and 
we want a system 
that is good for the 
customer in the 
long term, with 
proper warranty. 

"Solar energy gen¬ 


eration is here to 
stay, it is becoming 
more acceptable 
and commonplace 
every day, just like 
computers did. We 
are in a unique posi¬ 
tion; it is a rare 
beast that allows 
you to be doing 
something for the 
environment and 
for yourself, you are 
future proofing en¬ 


ergy supply for your 
children. With elec¬ 
tricity costs are 
going up all the 
time, if you could 
produce at least 50 
per cent of what 
you use, think what 
that could mean. A 
common myth is 
that solar PV needs 
sunlight, while it is 
true it generates 
more on blue-sky 


days, it is depend¬ 
ent on light, even 
on a dull day there 
can be a 30 percent 
generation. After 
only ten years, some 
towns in Germany 
are now just 2 years 
away from running 
on 100% renewable 
energy, proving it is 
do-able." 

Since the company 
set up only eight 
months ago, they 
have already 
worked on 20 do¬ 
mestic installations 
and are in the 
process of their fifth 
large industrial job, 
with Chard engi¬ 
neering company 
Brecknell Willis 
where there will be 
a 200kwp array on 
their new rail shop 
building. They are 
encouraging house¬ 
holds to think of 
solar power as the 
next step in home 


improvement, just 
as conservatories 
were. Each installa¬ 
tion is carefully 
planned to suit the 
individual home or 
business and the 
average sized job 
need only take a 
couple of days to fit. 
Issues such as listed 
buildings can be 


worked with, per¬ 
haps using a garage 
roof instead of the 
house and there are 
even solutions for 
where there was 
only a north facing 
roof available. Vil¬ 
lages could get to¬ 
gether and fund 
panels on a public 
building such as a 


school or village 
hall, which could 
then benefit every¬ 
one. 

The team are plan¬ 
ning open days to 
give everyone the 
opportunity to look 
around their large 
and smaller installa¬ 
tions and discuss 
the possibilities.

They were divided into 12 
teams all named after countries to give them an Olympic 
feel, then they took part in a howler through, standing 
long jump, short run and long run. Measurements and 
times were all marked to each individual and added at 
the end to find the best all round athletes. 

The points gained were all processed on computer and 
an overall team picked as a winner with individual 
bronze, silver and gold medals for the best individual 
girls and boys. 

The presentations were made by headteacher Steve 
Smith and Rotary president Michaels Dods on his last 
day in office. 

Wadham School sports coordinator Pete Morton said: 
“This is the start of what we hope will be a legacy, a taste 
of the Olympics for the future. Who knows, one of you 
might end up representing us in the Olympics and unless 
we start you off in something active, there will be no 
teams for GB 2024!” 

Mr Dods added: “It’s been a great day and on behalf of 
the Rotary Club I would like to say we thoroughly en¬ 
joyed helping you and timing you. We hope very much 
this will continue.”

H aving children is a major change in 
your life and if you have not properly 
provided for them in the event of 
your death they may be able to make a claim 
against your estate which could lead to in¬ 
credibly distressing situation for those left 
behind. 

Not everyone realises that if they have al¬ 
ready made a Will it will be revoked (can¬ 
celled) if they later get married or if they are 
already married and have made a will the 
terms of the will may be affected by any sub¬ 
sequent divorce. 

It is important not only to make a Will but 
to ensure that you keep it under review 
should your circumstances changes.

Any parent who has parental responsibility 
can appoint a Guardian in their Will to ensure 
that in the event of the die before their chil¬ 
dren are 18 that the children will be looked 
after by someone of their choice. 

Sadly in some cases such an appointment 
may not be automatically be effective and it 
is important to seek proper legal advice to 
ensure that as far as possible your wishes can 
be followed. 

Older Children - Disputes 


No one likes to think of their children 
falling out over who gets what after they 
have died. But if you do not write a Will this 
can often happen and may lead to huge di¬ 
visions in families that carry on down the 
generations. 

Intestacy 

If someone dies without making a will 
there are special rules for deciding who in¬ 
herits their estate. It is a common myth that 
a surviving spouse or partner will inherit 
everything as this is not automatic but de¬ 
pends on how much in the estate and what 
other relatives have survived the person who 
died. 

The position is much more complicated for 
unmarried parents and it is important to 
consider who will look after the children and 
or their share of any inheritance in the unfor¬ 
tunate event you should die before they 
reach adulthood. 

Family Claims 

If you do not provide properly for your 
family either by your will or as a result of 
dying without a valid will, certain family 
members may be able to make a claim 
against your estate. This can be a very com¬ 
plicated area of law and often results in long 
and costly court proceedings.

With his strong sense of family and 
so far from his own loved ones, Mr 
Hassan is keen to make new friends 
and become a part of the community 
as soon as possible, already he has 
joined the leisure centre as he has 
played badminton for the county and 
enjoys playing cricket. 

He also went to Chard museum so 
he could learn about his new adopted 
home and be able to answer ques¬ 
tions about the town from his family. 

Although still living in Yeovil, Mr 
Hassan wants to move close to his 
business which he knows will take a 
great deal of his time. 


He has four staff members including 
his experienced chef and took them 
all to West Bexington for a day mack¬ 
erel fishing last week. 

He said: "They are my family now 
and it is important when you work 
very hard to take some time to have 
fun. 

"I like Chard, the people are very 
friendly and I want it to be very wel¬ 
coming here in my place.

"I would like to get involved with 
community projects and help with 
fundraising.

Otter Valley ice cream creating a buzz 

WORD is spreading in Somerset about Otter Valley ice cream which has been operating just over the border since 
May 2010 and won a Taste of the West Gold award. The traditionally made ice creams have some less than tradi¬ 
tional flavours among the 30 on offer which are creating quite a buzz and quite literally stopping traffic. Nestled 
below Dundon Hill, just off the A30 at Monkton Aplins Farm is the home of the fourth generation dairy where the 
ice cream is made by Gill Bond from their own milk and cream. Daughter Rebecca, her aunt Carolyn Candy and Nan 
Delphine Cooke are also involved in the business,making it a three generation venture. 

Rebecca has trained in marketing and business development and her mother Gill, who had always made ice¬ 
cream on a small scale decided to expand so they set up the business together. They went to the world icecream 
show in Italy and decided to base their own product on the traditional Italian style, with milk from their own herd 
and the best quality ingredients, much of it local, with no artificial additives and proper waffle cones. They have 
now won several awards,and have a national diploma from the National Ice cream Alliance. Flavours like sea buck¬ 
thorn have an incredibly bright colour which is entirely natural and the ladies have experimented with tastes they 
know work in other ways such as rice pudding with raspberry jam, strawberry and balsamic vinegar or rhubarb and 
ginger. At Christmas they sold apple and cinnamon and Christmas pudding flavours. You can still buy traditional 
favourite like good old strawberry or toffee and they also 
make sorbets and frozen yogurt. There is a summer 
house at the entrance to the farm with picnic tables 
where anyone passing on the road can call in and eat 
their ice cream overlooking the valley where the cows 
graze. With an adjacent lay by, the outlet has proven very 
popular,Celia Haynes from Chard travels the A30 to Honi- 
ton regularly and said:" Whenever I pass by here, I'll get 
one on the way down and one on the way back, I'm so 
glad they opened and I am really sad when they close 
for the winter. I haven"t filled my freezer yet but I'm 
thinking about it. It's something a bit different and more 
creamy, I must come here twice or three times a month 
and each time I have a taster of a different one so I know 
which one to buy next time.? 

Her friend Susan Meredith from the Midlands was de¬ 
lighted to finally get a taste of the famous ice creams, 
she said: il have had so many texts about this, they would 
say we're out at our usual spot having ice cream so I just 
had to come and try one. I am new to this but it's deli¬ 
cious and you certainly wouldn't want to go back to 
shop bought after these.i 

The summer house is open every day from noon but 
Otter Valley also supply local farm shops and restaurants 
and attend events, including weddings.

TUESDAY lunchtimes are usu¬ 
ally pretty easy for me. You see, 
all I have to do for 7 in 8 of these 
occasions is roll up and eat. The 
eighth one is a little more fran¬ 
tic, but it's worth it in the long 
run. 

You see, I meal-share. Myself 
and nine colleagues all take it in 
turns to prepare lunch for the 
whole group each Tuesday 
lunchtime. And although when 
it's my turn to cook it means 
that I have to put my hand 
pretty deep in my pocket, as 
well as do some prep on Mon¬ 
day evening, sharing each 
other's food over our lunch 
break is a great experience. 

Meal sharing can be tricky. On 
Tuesdays I teach in a secondary 
school in Taunton, and 
lunchtime is preceded by a dou¬ 
ble lesson of maths and an as¬ 
sembly so when I cook I don't 
have the opportunity to labour 
for hours in the kitchen imme¬ 
diately beforehand. The same 
goes for my colleagues. 

If that was difficult enough 
then there are the people I eat 


with. Dawn, well she cate¬ 
gorises food by colour. Nothing 
orange will ever pass her lips. 
Cheese is also off the menu. 
Then June is a veggie. So we 
need meat free, cheese free, 
non-orange dishes that can be 
prepared in advance. You 
wouldn't believe how many 
meals fit that description! 

We've been sharing meals 
now for about five months, and 
it runs smoothly. We have a rota 
going and as yet no one has for¬ 
gotten. Everyone's meal gets 
eaten by most people (unless 
Dawn declares another colour 
inedible), and the variety is 
great. People's food reflects 
their passions and personality 
and it gives great opportunities 
for conversation and relation¬ 
ship building between peers. 

Socially speaking, sharing a 
meal is one of the most basic 
yet effective ways of communi¬ 
cating. If your like me and aren't 
fortunate enough to have a 
business account at top restau¬ 
rants for entertaining purposes, 
replaced by the temptation or 


even necessity to eat your lunch 
on your lap, then why not try to 
get together with a group of 
colleagues to share the meal 
prep. 

Most of the time you won't 
have to think about cooking on 
that particular day, you'll enjoy 
real home cooked food, per¬ 
haps a variety that you would¬ 
n't normally experience, will be 
forced the leave your desk for 
20 minutes and hopefully enjoy 
some quality time with people 
whom you might 'just' work 
with. 

If you don't have a kitchen at 
work (I admit, we use the DT 
Food Room at school) then you 
can prepare meals ahead. If you 
don't have many people you 
can still rota it but do it every 
other week. And if you feel like 
you don't have the space to eat 
then perhaps use this time of 
year to suss out some picnic 
benches or just a flat wall out¬ 
side the office. But in any event 
why not get together - even if 
just a few of you - and try meal 
sharing. I'm sure you'll enjoy it.

PAUL SIMON @ Manchester Apollo 
Sunday, July 3rd 2011 
CONCERT REVIEW by James Coles 


YOU KNOW you've made it when 
all you have to do receive a stand¬ 
ing ovation is walk out on stage. 
But that's something Paul Simon, 
one of the greatest singer-song- 
writers of his generation, is get¬ 
ting used to. 

After a week that began with a 
rather lacklustre set at Glaston¬ 
bury - thanks to a throat infection 
- subsequently followed by a 
number of cancelled shows (sadly 
including his Dorset show in 
Bournemouth), you could have 
forgiven last Sunday's Manches¬ 
ter crowd for being a little wary. 


Not a bit of it. 

And thankfully Simon was back 
in fine voice and delivered the 
goods. He opened with a dreamy 
'Crazy Love, Vol II' from his 
biggest selling solo album, Grace- 
land, which is celebrating its 25th 
anniversary. 

This was the first of six tunes 
from the African influenced 
album in a setlist which focused 
almost exclusively on his solo ca¬ 
reer, with - somewhat surprisingly 
- only two numbers from his 
1960s songbook of Simon & Gar- 
funkel material. 


A shame then that even with 
the amazing fusion of cajun, reg¬ 
gae, worldbeat and, of course, 
good old fashioned pop filling 
the theatre, anyone that at¬ 
tempted to get up from their seat 
or - perish the thought - dance in 
the aisles, were leapt on by secu¬ 
rity as if they were about to rush 
the stage. 

If the show had more of the del¬ 
icate folk moments like the en¬ 
core performance of 'The Sound 
Of Silence' - performed solo with 
just acoustic guitar for accompa¬ 
niment - which demanded bums

on seats respect, you could per¬ 
haps understand the rather dra¬ 
conian stance. But, as it was, 
'security' did nothing but kill the 
atmosphere rather than make 
anyone feel safe. 

This tour, Simon's first of the UK 
since 2006, is in support of new 
album So Beautiful Or So What As 
is so often the case, it's being her¬ 
alded as his "best since Grace- 
land" and five of this new LP's 
songs received an outing along 
with a number of covers. 

How strange though that Paul 
should choose to sing George 
Harrison's 'Here Comes The Sun' - 
on which the two duetted on Sat¬ 
urday Night Live back in 1976 - 
when so few of his own songs 
from that period made the cut. 


And while Jimmy Cliff's 'Viet¬ 
nam' segued wonderfully into 
Paul's very own reggae based 
'Motherand Child Reunion' (itself 
originally recorded with Jimmy's 
band), his takes on Elvis' 'Mystery 
Train' and Chet Atkins' 'Wheels' 
seemed to fall by the wayside. 

Even the most ardent fans of 
Paul's solo back catalogue must 
have hoped for a few more of his 
Sixties classics, but I guess Simon 
has just become bored of playing 
them.This is a 'solo' show after all, 
so why should he rehash songs 
he originally performed with Art 
Garfunkel? 

Nevertheless, S&G's 'The Sound 
of Silence' was a true highlight - 
the only tune of the night that 
would have been in Paul's 


repetoire when he was plying his 
trade around the country's folk 
clubs in the mid-Sixties. You could 
have heard a pin drop. And it was 
fabulous to see Paul out front on 
his own, armed just with a guitar 
and without the musical protec¬ 
tion of his hugely talented eight- 
piece band. 

And the band were awesome. 
The lightning fast bass solo from 
Paul's old Graceland stalwart 
Bakithi Kumalo on closer 'You Can 
Call Me Al' was just one of many 
examples of the amazing profi¬ 
ciency of the ensemble. But it still 
left me wanting to see a Paul 
Simon concert, stripped back - 
one man with nothing but his 
voice and a guitar. Maybe some 
other time.
